The closest prior art Radovanovic et al (WO 00/09597 Al), fail to 
anticipate or render obvious a microporous shaped article of polyvinylidene fluoride as claimed 
having nanometer-sized nucleating agents or a diluent formed of glyceryl triacetate.
